planting time approaches. Some stalk 
cutting has been going on and disk- 
ing machines are being tuned up. 
The planting of oats and some spring 
wheat will begin in about a week or 
ten days Present indications are that 
very little spring 
wheat 
will 
be 


planted in north Nebraska this year. 


Altho recent moisture is believed 


to have aided fall-sown grains, the 
ground has been so dry that it is diffi- 
cult to determine the exact condition 
of the grain -which is in the ground. 
Some farmers in the vicinity of Nor- 
folk report that much of the grain 
is in a dormant state and that the 
mosture of recent days will probably 
start it growing. 


Some pastures 
seeding has been 


done during the past week. About 200 
acres in this vicinity was seeded to 
sweet clover due to success 
with 


sweet clover in recent years. It looks 
as if this kind of pasture will be 
favored by a majority of the farm- 
ers in the future. 


Good grains are being discussed by 


farmers at this time. 
Most of the. 


seed has been picked out and practi- 
cally all of it is in good condition 
due to the long ripening season last 
year. 


Considerable land in north Ne- 


braska is going to be planted to al- 
falfa this jear due to the good re-' 
suits obtained and the continuous de-; 
mand for this hay.

PLAN LAWS TO 


GET SPEEDERS 


CHICAGO, 
March 
14.—Many un- 


usual lai\s designed to aveit automo- 
bile accidents and make it harder for 
guilty diivers to escape, are pending 
in various state legislatures, accord- 
ing to dispatches today. 


This wave of "motor reform legisla- 


tion" was caused by the 
unprece- 


dented number of automobile disas- 
ters •which marked the closing days ot 
the driving season. Now that spring 
is at hand and hundreds of cars are 
again going on the highways efforts 
are being made to push thru the pro- 
posed laws so they will become effec- 
tive in time to be invoked during this 
season. 


In Kansas a bill is pending which 


would require automobiles to carry 
five license plates—one in front and 
one in back, as now, one on top for 
convenience of searchers in airplanes, 
and one on each side which could be 
seen by people knocked off the road. 


Existing Oregon laws provide that 


the finding of bottles in a car is suffi- 
cient evidence upon which it may be 


seized. The same penalty may be ex- 
scind if the driver's condition shows 
why the bottles are empty. 


In Colorado a bill was introduced 


which would reciuiie all closed auto- 
mobiles to provide a signal system oil 
the rear, with diffeient lights to indi- 
cate stops and turns. The bill failed 
of passage. 


Agitation for gasoline taxation has 


increased, two cents a gallon being 
the average proposed levy. 


License fees in Indiana have been 


doubled. 


"Safetj" legislation, tending to pro- 


tect the pedestrian in the event of 
damage suits is also becoming more 
and more favored. All drivers will be 
required to car.-y liability insurance 
in Massachusetts, under a bill now in 
the legislative committee. 
Taxicabs 


and other common carriers in New 
York city must now provide bouds of 
$2,500 to insure against suits follow- 
ing. accidents. The law has been bit- 
terly fought by New York taxicab in- 
terests, but is still in effect.

Dr. Hall gently informed his hearers 
that he was the best looser in the 
world and that he would not grieve 
it he found himself in the minority.

thought He stated that Dr. Hall was 
formerly chairman of the democratic 
state committee and had been asked 
to become a candidate for governor 
but had not seen hie way clear to ac- 
cept that'honor. He had been ap- 
pointed and elected regent of the uni- 
versity and had served •with, fidelity. 
He was true to his friends, of a 
kindly disposition, greatly respected 
and his death is a loss to the public.

Executive Council Portion Subject 


of Brisk But Brief Debate Be- 


tween Dysart and 


Osteraan. 


The cold east wind thats ifted thru 


the cracks and crannies of the state 
capitol cut short the oratory that was 
all ready to be turned loose on the 
two administrative code plans before 
the house Wednesday morning. After 
shivering for an hour and a half the 
house recessed till afternoon, and the 
committees hiked off to warm rooms 
to consider L,, -. 
Several warm de- 


bates staged 
during the 
morning 


failed to affect the atmosphere. 


Mr. Dysart devoted his time to at- 


tacking the executive council created 
by and the central part of the gover- 
nor's plan. He said that, when djs- 
sected, it proves merely to be a shield 
behind which an executive state offi- 
cer, including the governor, may hide 
to escape responsibility. He thought 
that all state officers should bear their 
own responsibility. 


He read a number of the bills to 


back up bis statement that no real 
use existed, under the Bryan plan, for 
such a council. It would be a council 
only in name because all appointive 
power is placed in the governor and 
several of the bills provide that the 
departments shall perform such du- 
ties as the governor may prescribe. 


He pointed out that in spite of the 


inhibition of the constitution that no 
executive state officer shall exercise 
any judicial or legislative powers the 
governor sought to give these to this 
council, composed of executive state 
officers exclusively. He said it was 
clearly unconstitutional, for instance, 
to make a court out of this council to 
which a person aggrieved by the act 
of a subordinate department may ap- 
peal, and from thence to the courts. 
He said, that this would force all such 
citizens to the expense of coming to 
Llncoin, 
and afterwards going into 


court, if dissatisfied by the council's 
decree. 
In answer to questions he said it 


was true that the code secretaries 
now maie rules and regulations which 
is an exercise of legislative power, but 
that there is a direct appeal, to the 
courts from what they decide or flo, 
while the proposed plan puts in the 
executive council 
as the appellate 


court. He maintained that these exec- 
utive officers cannot so function un- 
der the constitution. Trial by jury is 
thus denied'persons- who may appeal. 
The same thing is true of banking 
functions and insurance. 


But if this be" done," is it desirable, 


he asked? He thought not because 
of the reasons given. He instanced 
what would happen to the banking 
department If H. R. 272 becomes a 
law that department will have three 
governments, the advisory board of 
bankers, the executive council and the 
banking commissioner. 


In conclusion he objected to loading 


onto executive state officers duties 
that would interefere with their regu- 
lar work. 
These are Independent 


jurisdictions now; the 
governor 


would have five of them working to- 
gether. He said the executive council 
as a catch phrase was a gem, but in 
fact it is a delusion and a snare, it 
will serve no useful purpose, it will 
scatter responsibility 
and 
merely" 


serves to befog the people.

SION TO MAKE PROTEST. 


Railway Rate Cuts From Territory 


Further West Disturb Producers 


in Western Part of 


State. 


Petitions were received by the state 


railway commission Wednesday in the 
form of resolutions, each set exactly 
the same, passed by the chambers of 
commerce at Merrill, 
Alliance and 


Hemingford, asking that it take action 
to secure an order from the interstate 
commerce commission to prevent the 
Burlington and Union Pacific from 
favoiing potato growing sections fur- 
ther west. 


Last year the railroads cut the rates 


from 
Idaho, 
Utah, 
Colorado 
and 


Wyoming, but did not cut those from 
Nebraska. This amounted to a 20 per 
cent differential, the petitioners say, 
as compared with previous rates. 


This >ear the railroads have taken 


similar action. The growers say they 
suffered a tremendous loss last year 
by reason of this and other factors, 
and that this will be repeated, since 
the planting is large this year, if 
something is* not done about it. The 
result of the rate last jear, they say, 
was to swamp the market during the 
shipping season, resulting in complete 
demoralization of prices.

•"TT'HERE are times when the anfcles and legs swell

After stateing that the committees 


reference to dollar gasoline was the 
principal point of attack on the com- 
mitte's report by Standard officials, 
LaFollette says: 


"The Standard does not deny 


either the will to make the price of 
gasoline $1 a gallon or the power to 
do it under the conditions described 
in the report, but its answer simply 
is that before gasoline reaches $1 a 
gallon, a substitute will be found for 
It.

gester. If this Is to 
be 
regarded 


merely as another evidence of the 
grim humor foc-whlcji the Standard 
as to the product out of which the «B-

Cramer's chauffeur heard a shot in 


the Cramer home early today.

bath room. A .45 caliber revolver was 
clutched In his hand. 
At midnight, 


Cramer, accompanied his wife to the 
union station, where she took a train 
for New York. 


The coroner's jury pronounced the 


death a suicide. 


Cramer lived In the bouse formerly 


occupied by President Harding while 
a senator. 


He formerly was counsel lor west- 


ern oil corporations. In 1917 he came 
to Washington in the hope of obtain- 
ing a commission in the army, but 
crippled arm and poor eyesight kept 
him out of the military service.

creased to five—but in Cleveland an- 
other man was killed." 


Rich claims he caused the arrest of 


his gang In Cleveland, according to 
County Attorney Beal "to prevent 
them from carrying out their threats 
to kill him." 


These threats are believed by police 


to have been responsible for Rich con- 
fessing to the Seifkin robbry. 


Rich looked like 
a sheik as he 


stepped jauntily from the train. He 
wore a smart spring suit ol brown 
with green pin stripe, a greea and 
white shirt, derby hat, flashing blue 
tie and brown shoes. He is small o£ 
build, about 6 feet 4 inches tall and 
weighing from 115 to 125 pounds. 


His parents, Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Rich 
' declared their son was home the night 


of the Seifken murders and had noth- 
ing to do with the holdup of the fill- 
ing station.

local member and to form in a eenso 
the 
contact between the governing 


body and the university itself. Accord- 
ingly on the fourteenth of the month 
the announcement of his appointment 
was made public and Dr. Hall at once 
took up the duties of regent for the 
unexplred term. Two years later he 
was elected by a large majority to 
serve for the full term of six years 
and would unquestionably have been 
reelected had not the constitutional 
convention failed to provide for the 
election of a regent from the first dis- 
trict last November. 
Thus Dr. Hall's 


term of service covered approximately 
eight years and two months. 


The period during which he served 


as resent was one of the most strenu- 
ous in the university's history. He 
entered the service of the institution 
during a tirao wnen bitter feeling 
generated by the campus removal con- 
test still pievailed. 
His early ses 


sions with the board occurred during 
the legislative investigation of 1915 
when the governing authorities were 
roundly abused by certain elements 
in the state for not spending a suf- 
ficient sum of money at the agricul- 
tural college just as they are now un- 
der legislative criticism for the pro- 
portion 
now- spent in agricultural 


activities. The'confidence reposed in 
Dr. Hall by the members of the legis- 
lature and the people of the state did 
much to tide over the crisis of 1915. 


The building program inaugurated 


at this time offered an opportunity 
for Dr. Hall's discriminating 
Judg1 


ment to display itself; and the perm- 
anent, pleasing, convenient, yet rela- 
tively inexpensive, buildinge on the 
farm and city campus are in a sense 
a monument to his services in this 
connection. It is interesting to note 
that very little criticism- has been 
made of the new buildings of the uni- 
versity except by those Who were dis- 
appointed in the lack of architectural 
elaboration. From the standpoint of 
good taste, efficiency, 
permanence, 


and low cost there hae been almost 
no criticism either by the friends of 
the institution of those usually highly 
critical of anything connected with it. 


The next crisis in the history of the 


institution was incident to the war. 
It was Inevitable that there should be 
a conflict betAveen the advocates of 
the utmost freedom 
of speech and 


those who (to paraphrase the words 
of General Sherman) would epeak no 
vrord or think no thought that would 
embarrass the 
government of • the 


United States in the gigantic contest. 
When the situation had reached a 
very "critical condition it was Dr. Hall 
who proposed a public hearing and a 
full ventilation of the charges of dls- 
loyaky on the part of certain of the 
university professors in order that the 
state might know exactly the internal 
situation. The famous "trial" is now 
a matter of history and whatever may 
be the private opinions of people In 
regard to the wisdom or justice of the 
decisions reached, 
the work was so 


thoroly done that In the legislature 
that followed, so iar as the 
writer 


knows, no mention was ever made of 
the incident. 


During the war period Dr. Hall's 


vote, as well as those of all of his col- 
leagues, was cast for every measure 
proposed to aid the federal govern- 
ment, such as the granting of leaves 
of absence for men tQ join the colors, 
the establishing of schools for mili- 
tary technicians, and the restoration 
to his position of the returned soldier 
when the war was over. The record of 
the university in* supporting the gov- 
ernment and in treatment of the vet- 
eran is a highly honorable one and 
Dr. Hall is entitled to Ms full share of 
the credit. 


The university suffered great 
dis- 


tress thru the inflation caused by the 
war. Dr. Hall's influence was always, 
for safe and sane measures to mee£ 
the changing conditions. There was- 
no man on the board of regents who 
understood the temper of the people 
of the,state better than he. He was 
not moved from Ms moorings by those 
who wished to inaugurate a brilliant 
but tremendously expensive program, 
while at the same time he was devoid 
of all feelings- of smallness and little- 
ness in financial matters in connec- 
tion with the work of the institution. 
He could show liberality without pro1 
fiigacy, economy 
without penurious- 


ness. 


Perhaps the greatest service that 


Dr. Hall rendered was his work in the 
reorganizing of the finances of the in- 
stitution after the special session of 
the legislature had cat the appropria- 
tions for maintenance and special ac- 
tivities nearly $300,000. The Immedi- 
ate officials in charge were told to ex- 
ercise the most stringent economy so 
as to be able to show thfe present leg-"

Ho cim- 
btautly supported the superintendent 
of operations and.. the llaauce secre- 
tary in doing for the university what 
every sound buslues firm, was obliged 
to do for itself during the deflation pe- 
riod. This attitude was a source of 
great Ptrength to the university offi- 
cials iu discharging this difficult but 
necessary duty, a task rendered more 
difficult by the fact that the number 
of students was- increasing during th«- 
entire period at the rat* of about teu 
per cent per year and the demand of 
the public for the services of the in- 
stitution was increasing at perhaps an 
even greatefcrate. 


Dr. Hall was always extremely pop- 


ular witli.his colleagues on the boaid. 
He was frequently the silent member, 
but when he spoke his words carried 
great weight His genial stories en- 
livened the dull routine of official pro- 
ceedings. His calmness in hours o! 
apprehension did much to allay the 
apprehension of his colleagues and of 
the university officials. 


Ho was a. familiar and 
welcome 


figure at the semi-professional gather- 
ings of the institution. In addressing 
the delegates from South Omaha who 
visited the university last fall he said 
these prophetic words: "This is the 
last time I shall ever address you," 
tho presumably he was thinking only 
of his retirement from the board of 
regents. He occasionally participated 
in faculty dinners, 
banquets of stu- 


denta of pharmacy, business adminis- 
tration, agriculture and the like. He 
was frequently seen about the campus 
when some department was keeping 
open house. And with all this activ- 
ity no regent ever showed a more del- 
icate appreciation of the position of 
Uie administrative officers in caring 
for the details of the work. He exer- 
cised his influence always thru regu- 
fcr channels and never encouraged by 
any word or deed the slightest insub- 
ordination on the part of the staff. He 
seemed to feel that he should give all 
in authority the maximum amount of 
support with the minimum amount of 
interference. 
The university today 


feels the loss of one of its great build- 
ers and Strong friends. We are conn- 
dent that his work will endure.

iiled a motion with the supreme court 
Wednesday asking for a rehearing of 
the case in wliich that tribunal re- 
cently sustained the action of the dis- 
tilct court of Lancaster county in .fin- 
ing them for contempt of a court or- 
der with respect to rates. They ask 
that an oral argument on the motion 
be granted, hi order to correct what 
they regard 
as 
a grievous wrong. 


Each was fined $500 and costs. 


They say that they should not be 


punished unless it is clear that they

wilful 
and Inten- 


tional disregard of the court order, 
and that the 
broad assumption of 


facts made by the court, in rendering 
its decision, is not supported by the 
record nor within the charges made. 


The district court had enjoined the 


collection of increased rates put into 
effect in 1919 by the executive castle 
on the ground that it had no legal au- 
thority to do so, being a reassembling 
of a body elected for just one fitting. 
The supreme court later sustained 
this holding. 


It was charged that in spite of this 


the enjoined rates were collected, in 
a number of Instances, and that the 
Sharps were responsible. They eay 
there is no evidence that they defin- 
itely and wilfully authorized or re- 
ceived or retained the payments of 
enjoined rates. They say that the 
members had a right to exercise an 
option with respect to payments, and 
that only In one instance, held by tlfe 
lower court to have been done under 
a misapprehension, were members 
told they must pay the enjoined rates.

method of building and installing a shear- 


as the same amount of lumber used in 
the laminated mast would do. Still, it 
is perfectly easy to get boards of 
sufficient length to make the aerial at 
least ten or fifteen 
feet above the 


roof, and that is all that is really- 
necessary for perfectly 
satisfactory 


reception, especially of stations that 
are nearby. 


Por this form of mast, you will need 


two long pieces of board about one 
inch thick and perhaps two inches 
wide and one other fairly long-piece 
and'a shorter piece. 


The mast is built in the form of 


what is called a "shear-legs" in a ship- 
yard. 
It is, in other words, really a 


large letter A with the bottom points 
•connected by a board which holds 
them and keeps them from spreading 
apart. 


Lumber of this kind is very easy to 


buy'and the pieces can be put to- 
gether by the merest novice in the use 
of tools. 
Xo further explanation is 


needed beyond the picture which is 
given with this article. 


The illustration showing the plac- 


ing of the mast upon the roof shows 
two very important things. 


One is the two guy wires that are 


brought to each corner of rhe roof and 
the other is the method by which the 
lead-in from the aerial is kept as far 


end of this long stick and so down to 
the window into which the wire is to 
be led. 


Lumber of this kind can be bought 


in lengths up to twenty feet, and it 
goes without saying that the longer 
the legs of this shear mast are the 
higher the aerial will be above the 
roof and the better the reception of 
signals will be. It must be remem- 
bered that whether the roof is tin or 
slate or slag, there is a certain amount 
of absorption of radio energy if the 
roof is too close to the wire. This 
distance -between wire and roof should 
be at least ten feet, and the higher you 
get it above that, the better. 
How- 


ever, for all ordinary purposes, if you 
get it ten feet above the roof or. fif- 
teen feet, you will be doing very well 
and will get signals which will be 
quite satisfactory to you. 


The advantage of a mast of this 


kind can easily be seen. It is built in 
such a way that it supports itself 
againsi any side wind and the guy 
wires which hold it back on each end 
prevent it from sagging together. 
It 


is about as strong an installation as 
can be made and its ease of construc- 
tion makes it particularly adaptable to 
the average man who has- few tools 
and not any too much skill in the use 
of even the few that lie has.

BATES TALKSJBODT SEWERS 


City Engineer Tells Bealtors of

Lincoln's experience •with its sewer

French and Is for Heal 


World Peace. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The attitude 


of British labor in the prevent dtt- 
turfced condition in Europe is of 
the greatest importance. This I> 
especially true because the labor 
party is now the official opposition 
to the Bonar-Law government ana 
in case of the fall of that govern- 
ment, would have the first chanc* 
to form a new government.

the laborites succeeded, a 
new 


chapter in world 
history would 


probably be written.

one of the leading world questions.

LONDON, March 14.—Some people 


are under a real missapprehension as 
to the attilude of British 
labor to- 


wards France. It has been suggested 
that we are more favorable to Ger- 
many than to France, that we are 
proGeiman and anti-French, and that 
we would free Germany entirely from 
making reparations to the Allied 
peoples. 
These assertions are a 


complete misrepresentation. 


The labor party is 
neither 
pro- 


German nor anti-French. Never has 
it taken any decision which can be 
interpieted to mean that 
Germany 


should be released from her obligation 
lo make reparation for damage done 
by her armies during the wai. World 
peace is the bedrock aim of labor's 
policy, not the peace that is merely 
the breathing space between mighty 
struggles, but the enduring and abid- 
ing peace that will permit of friendly 
and active co-operation among all the 
nations of the world. 


Endangers Europe's Peace. 


It is because we believe that the 


policy now pursued by France to- 
wards Germany is a danger to the 
peace of Europe, and because we are 
•convinced that it will not achieve the 
end for which it was professedly con- 
ceived, that we are 
strongly 
and 


unitedly opposed to it. 


To suggest that it is due to anti- 


French and pro-German feeling, 
to 


hint that we are indifferent to the 
well-being of the French people, is a 
flagrant misrepresentation. 


We do not believe that the Frenca 


people are going to benefit by tne> 
policy of military occupation and con- 
trol which their government has 
established In the Ruhr. We Deiieve 
that instead of this sort of action re- 


, suiting in larger .and more frequent 
payment of reparations being made 
2y Germany, it will have the very 
opposite results, and will render rep- 
arations even more uncertain 
_ tha* 


they have been in the recent past. 


The time may come, and I believe 


it will come, when all the nations 
engaged in the great war, debtor anw 
creditor nations, will be compelled by 
force of circumstances to come to- 
gether 
and reconsider the 
whole 


question of war indebtedness in what- 
ever category it may now "be placed. 


As long ago as December, 1921, the 


labor party officially declared itself 
in favor .of France and Belgium re- 
ceiving full reparation for the damage 
done, and expressed its belief that It 
was within the capacity of Germany 
to make good the damage.

..While the question of reparation is 
the main cause of friction between 
the several governments concerned, 
and is also the chief menace to the 
peace of Europe, the laoor and BCKJ- 
ialist movements in the seveial coun- 
tries concerned are in complete agree- 
ment, and are united m a common 
policy for dealing with the problem. 


It is idle to accuse British labor 


of being anti-French and proGerman 
or of being ready to release Germany 
from obligations which the German 
socialists have accepted and will hon- 
orably seek to meet. 


The French action 
in me Ruhr 


should be brought immediately under 
the direct purview o* either tne 
council or the assembly of the league 
of nations, provided that the league 
can act speedily and effectively. " 


I am well aware of the fact that 


the league falls far short of what the 
league of nations really should be. Its 
membership, •constitution and pro- 
cedure are far from satisfactory. 
It 


is too much in the nature of an Allied 
instrument, instead of being a free 
and impartial international body. 


Labor wants to ^ee included in its 


members those nations which up to 
the present have been excluded. We 
are convinced that reference to the 
league as at present constituted would 
be far more acceptable 
than 
the 


present method of dealing with the 
problem under the 
policy 
of 
the 


French government 


Labor is strongly of the opinion, 


however, that the 
Body which 
is 


•called upon to handle the 
problem 


should be an international organiza- 
tion in the fullest and widest sense 
and accordingly should include both 
Germany and Russia.

In New York city, which is consid- 


ered to be the 
stronghold of the 


"wets," a comparison of the average 
of the three "dry" years with 
the 


average for the "wet" years from 1910 
to 1918 shows that the death rate of 
the city has been cut over 23 ,per cent, 
and that assaults decreased 55 per 
cent. The average yearly convictions 
for. intoxication in New York during 
the "wet" years from 1914 to 1918 
were 14,290. The yearly average un- 
der prohibition for 1920, 1921 and 
1922 has been 6,911 an average yearly 
decrease of 7,379. Bellevue hospital 
reports a 97 per cent decrease in 
deaths from alcoholism. Reports from 
the coroners in Cook county, includ- 
ing Chicago, shows a decrease of 49 
per cent in deaths from alcoholism. 
Comparing the last two "wet" years 
in Michigan with the last two "dry" 
years, there is a. 60 per cent decline in 
deaths from alcoholism. The Salva- 
tion Army and all charity societies 
declare that prohibition has 
been 


their best ally in the care of the poor 
and the down-and-outs. Fresh statis-

Why should anybody think ho is advancing the in- 


terest of the human race when he devises some plan 
or method of getting rid of creative labor or of dimin- 
ishing -it to the point of making work a mere incident 
of existence? Whoever it was that wrote that the devil 
finds mischief for Idle hands to do wrote a whole book 
of philosophy. Read the news columns and you will 
find ample proof. 
The spectacular sins of the race 


are committed by the people who have more leisure 
on their hands than what they know what to do with. 
All work. and no play has been shown to make Jack 
a dull boy, and all play and no work is equally certain 
to make him a wicked boy. 


Sound and sensible is the verdict of the bankers 


with respect to the regulation of the newly-created fed- 
eral farm loan board. The nine months' maturity to 
which it is intended to hold loans to for a, time is not 
sufficient, of course, to finance all live stock'operations, 
but it will meet most of the demands of the farmers. 
The provision that no money will be loaned direct is 
likely to cause a pang in the breasts of those, farmers 
who thought that maybe they could borrow of the 
government when they could get no loans elsewhere, 
but it is the necessary guarantee 
of the continued 


solvency of the bank. The fanner ought to be pro- 
tected In interest rate by the proviso that no note will 
be discounted where the bank is charging the maker 
over 1 1-2 per cent more than the -banker rediscounts 
it for. 


Which reminds us that if you desire to read some- 


thing wonderful and wlerd in the way of banking pro- 
posals scan the market finance corporation plan in- 
volved in a bill in the house that sleeps in committee 
and -which will stay there without much doubt. The 
basic idea is an excellent one, but the way in which it 
is attempted to secure the money and then to loan it 
forms the wierd part. For instance, the 
insurance 


companies must invest ten per cent of their reserves 
in the ciptal of this corporation, and the money is 
loanable to fellows who cannot get money at their local 
bank. Life insurance reserves should not be exposed 
to any such hazards. 


A Los Angeles widow, returning from a party alone 


In her automobile, was held up and robbed of jewelry 
worth $41,000. Here is another case where our tear 
ducts refuse to perform their ordinary functions. A 
woman who goes about all lit up with jewels may ex- 
pect to be robbed. In-fact she invites every crook in 
her neighborhood to make a try at getting her spark- 
lers. And why do they thus bedeck themselves when 
ordinary common sense would tell them they are risk- 
ing life and property carrying a moderate 
fortune 


around -with them? 
There is but one plausible ex- 


planation; it is the only method by which they can 
attract attenion o themselves. 


If "Willa Gather or Dorothy Canfleld Fisher of Mrs. 


Carrie Chapman Catt or any others of the great army 
of women who have distinguished themselves by hard 
work and the development of latent talents walk into 
a restaurant or a theatre or a party they do not need 
to wear a mass of shining jewels to attract attention 
to themselves. But let Mrs. Smith-Jones^Brown appear 
and who is there to ask who she is unless she heralds 
her coming by the rays darting from her jeweled crown 
or stomacher? Well, they pay; let us pass on to the 
next thing to worry about.
